Ar.niverfary  of  American  Indepen- 
dence. 

The  birth  clay  of  American  Li- 
bertywas  ceh  hi  aied  in  this  City 
with  a  funeral  folemnity.  It  ap- 
peared more  like  the  interment  of 
freedom  than  the  anniverfury  of 
ms  birth.  The  countenances  of 
the  citizens  generally  appeared 
dejccte.l,  ami  the  joy  and  feltivity 
which  ufuaVly  characterized  the 
day  Teemed  >.0  be  Tuperfeded  by 
jadnefe.  It  appeared  more  like  a 
day  of  monrnia  r  than  that  of  re- 
joicing, f  he  day  was  clofed  by  the 
exhibition  of  a  traofpareftt  paint- 
ing  with  the  figure  ot  John  fn  up- 
on it.  i  he  figure  was  in  i'n\\  Ihi- 
ttire,  drelicd  in  a  robe,  holding  in 
his  right  hand  a  pair  of  frales,  con- 
taining in  one  fca'e  <<  American  li- 
berty and  independence,"  kicking 
the  beam,  in  the  other  "  Briti/h 
gotd,"  in  extreme  preponderance  ; 
m  his  left  hand  a  Treaty  of  Ami- 
ty, Commerce  and  Navigation, 
which  lie  extended  to  a  group  of 
fen  a  tors,  who  were  grinning  with! 
plcafurc  ancj.grafping  at  the  Trea- 
ty. From  the  mouth  of  the  figure 
iH'ued  thefe  words  contained  in  a 
label.  <«  Cot/ie  up  ta  my  price  and  I 
Utti  fill  you  my  Country."  The 
pro^cniaa  began  in  Kenlington  and 
moved  with- great  folemnity  down 
front  lireer  to  Callowhill  itrccr, 
and  down  Second  to  Market)  llreet, 
from  thence  to  Front  (beet,  and 
back  again  to  hcnlington.  A  great 
concourle  of  people  attended:  the 
procemon,  and  Icarcely  a  whifuer 
was  heard  until  its  return,  when 
the  fhouis  of  repeated  huzzas  in- 
terrupted the  folemnity  of  the 
ice::.-.  The  figure  v/as  burned  ac 
KenJingtou  amid  the  acclamation 
or  hundreds  of  citizens.  Never 
was  a  proceliion  more  peaceably 
conducted,  no  noife,  no  riot.  The 
citizens  Teemed  to  vie  with  each 
other  in  decorous  behaviour.  1  bus 
end^d  the  proceJhon,  and  thus  ter- 
minated the  am  iverfary  of  Ame- 
rican independence.

\.  Becaufe  however  impolitic  or 
nnjurt  k  may  generally  be,  to  ex- 
trc  ife  the  pott  cr  prohibited  ,  by 
\the  roth  article,  yet  it  rells  on  le- 
jriflativ^  dilireiion,  and  ought  to 
fit-  prohibited  by  treaty. 

V4.  becaufe  fo  much  of  the  trea- 
ry\  as  relates  to  commercial  ar- 
rangements between  the  parties, 
wan^s  tiiar  reciprocity,  upon  which 
alone\{'tich  likearrangemcnts  ought 
to  be  Kninded,  and  will  operate  ru- 
inoully  to  the  American  commerce 
and  navigation. 

5.  Becaufe  the  treaty  prevents 
the  Unif.d  States  from  the  exer- 
cife  of  that  controul  over  their 
commerce  and  navigation,  aS  con- 
nected with  other  nations,  which 
might  better  the  condition  of  their 
in'ercourfe  with  friendly  nations. 

6.  Pecaufe  the  treaty  -aiierts  a 
po  wer  in  the  prelident  and  Senate, 
to  controul  and  even  annihilate  the 
Confriturtooal  right  of  the  Con- 
grefs  of  the  United  States  over 
their  com«ietc:  ll  intercom  fe  with 
foreign  nations. 

7.  Uecaufe  if  the  confer uc"t ion 
of  this  treaty  Afraid  not  produce 
an  infrac'tion  of  the  treaties  now 
fiblilting  between  the  United 
States  and  their  allies,  it  is  calcu- 
lated to  excite  eeflatlons  which 
may  not  operate  beneficially  to  the 
United  States. 

NocwithRanding  the  Senate  will 
not  conlent  to  the  ratification  of 
this  treaty,  they  advifed  the  preli- 
dent of  the  United  States  to  con- 
tin  ie  his  endeavors,  by  friendly 
dilcullion  with  his  Britannic  ma- 
jelty, to  adjuil  all  the  real  caufes 
of  complaint,  between  the  two 
nations.
